1 Flashing her searchlight ahead of her 
to pick out the channel

States gunboat Petrel came slowly Into 
the harbor of Honolulu last night and 
iound rest beside the Pacific Mall dock 
at 7:15 o'clock. 
"And we art) mighty glad tb get here 
and 
to know that 
we have found a 
tome for four or Ave months at least," 
aald 
Lieutenant-Command- 
er 
Francis H. 
Sherman, 
In 
command 
of the vessel, 
jxn he saw her made fast to the wharf. 
For the Petrel Is to be Btatlon ship 
t Honolulu for that length of time, re- 
lieving the Iroquois. 
Maybe the Petrel 
Will 
stay 
here 
even 
longer. 
And, 
"whether she does or not, she represents 
the dawn 
Of a better day for Honolulu, 
spqalcing 
In a naval sense. 
It Is the 
purpose of the Government 
to keep bet- 
ter station 
ships 
here 
In the future 
and the Petrel Is the first one of the 
vessels of the; superior class to be as- 
signed to this duty. 
The 
Iroquois 
Is 


to be sent away, 
presumably to the 
coast, but no one seems to know 
defi- 
nitely. 
Perhaps she will be Btatloned 
at Midway, 
ns It was reported some 
months 
ago that 
shi.i would be, or she 
may find her jiext home at Guam. How- 
ever that may be, 'she wuT e&ve Hono 
lulu. 
"We have been fourteen days 
com- 
ing from 
San 
Diego," went on 
Com- 
mander Sherman. 
"We hav?i had good 
weather all the way 
But as I said be 
fore we are all glad to get to a plaee 
where we can settle down comfortably 
for a few months and think ourselves 
lucky that 
the) place 
Is Honolulu. 
We 
have traveled 22,000 miles In the Petrel 
within 
the past year. 
We 
began 
It 
In the spring when we went up to Sit- 
ka and got fat there catching and eat- 
ing 
flounders. 
They 
have 
very fine 
flounders 
at 
Sitka. 
We had a good 
time there' altogether, ulthough 
It was 
a bit out of the world. 
From pltka we 
have Btrayed 
along pretty nearly the 
whole Pacific coast and now our luck 
has culminated In being ordered 
to the 
pleasantest port In the Pacific. 
And It 
Is not out of the world as Alaska 
Is. 
Yes, we are glad to get to Honolulu." 
The Petrel does not now come to the 
Islands for the first time. She was one 
oftDewey'a 
glorious fleet at Manila bay 
In the action 
on that memorable 
first 
day of May, 
1898, 
hat saw the power 
of Spain 
In the East Indies end In the 
bloody waters of Cavlte. 
The Petrel, 
then stationed at San Francisco, 
was 
ordered to Join the Asiatic squadron on 
the China Btatlon In the winter of 
1896--

POLICE GO TO WAIALUA 
TO QUELL JAP STRIKERS 


Four Hundred Riotous Laborers Threaten Serious 
Trouble, But are Quieted Without 
Doing Any Damage. 
' 


At precisely1 8:45 last night High Sher- 


iff Henry recelv7?da telephone 
message 


from Manager Goodale 
of 
Walalua 
plantation, sta'tlng that four hundred 
Japanese from one of the camps on the 
plantation, who had gone on strike for 
higher wages, 
had armed themselves 
with wlmt?ver 
they could get 
In the 
way 
of weapons 
and started 
for the 
other camp, where are quartered almost 
as many more laborers, with the avow- 
ed purpose 
of compelling 
the others to 
Join the strike. 
Sending 
out 
In hot 
haste 
for 
his 
mounted 
men, 
the 
High 
Sheriff 
char- 
tered a special train on the Oahu rail- 
way, and In forty minutes had a posse 


of twenty men, well armed, under the 


command 
of Captains 
" Parker, 
Leslie 
and Kanae, on the way to the scene of 
the trouble. 
One hour and five minutes later 
the 
Sheriff 
received 
word 
from 
the 
plantation 
hat 
the 
posse 
had 
arrived 
there, 
and 
had 
start- 
ed 
on 
a 
plantation 
train 
that 
was found awaiting them for the Jap 
anese 
camp. 
That 
was remarkabl 
quick work on the part of the police 
department, 
and 
remarkably 
quick 
work also by the railway people. 
At 1:30 this morning a telephone 
mes- 
sage 
from 
Manager Goodale 
brought 
the Information that all was quiet at 
the plantation, that there had been no 
violence 
and that 
half of the 
police 
were 
on their way back to Honolulu 
on a special train while 
the-- other ten 
would return 
on the regular morning 
train. 
The 
story 
of the disturbance 
was 
outlined 
by Mr. Goodale 
aa 
fol- 
lows: 
"The strike originated 
among 
the 
loaders 
the men who, load the cane on 
the cars In the field. 
The others that 
have struck have done so out of sym- 
pathy. 
We 
have 
two 
cam pa of Jap- 
anese 
on the plantation, 
about 
400 In 
one and BOO In th"S other. 
The 400 struck 
and os the other camp refused 
to Join 
them, saying that they 'had no griev- 
ance against "the managers, the strik 
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ers

to Join them.

police" station last night, 
shortly 
after 
dinner 
time. 
He had 
hailed

Japanese hnckdrlver 
who chanced 
to 
be passing 
nlong 
King street nt the 
corner 
of Tilkol a little earlier, 
and 
had told the man to drive him to the 
police station. 
Now, as a matter of fact, the police 
had about 
rounded 
Kosekl 
up before 
he found it expedient to surrender him- 
self. 
Shortly 
following the tragedy at 
Iwllel, High Sheriff Henry posted men 
nn nil the roads leading 
out of town, 
nnrt th 
Hlch 
Sheriff 
himself 
kept 
close watch on the steamer Ventura 
niviiii in leave 
Dort. 
Besides, 
n detail 
of men conducted a systematic search 
through the Japanese quarter, and 
ev- 
ery Jap who was known to be friendly 
to the fugitive suspected 
of the murder 
found 
himself 
so kept under espion- 
age that 
he could have 
extended 
no 
help to Kosekl, 
even 
if he had been 
so minded. 
The 
man 
looked as though 
he had 
passed 
rather a hard night when 
he 
came Into the station. 
He was attired 
in a dark colored kimono, and not a 
great deal besides that, and had neith- 
er money nor tobacco 
on him. 
The 
kimono, 
however, 
was clean, 
showing 
that he had found a friend somewhere 
who had 
relieved 
him

garments, and his hair was combed

though his face and eyes showed lack 
of sleep.

Ahoo

The

Gear's 
court 
late yesterday afternoon 
and returned three Indictments 
for ex- 
tortion 
against 
Charles 
F, 
Chllllng-wort- 
h, 
late Deputy 
High Sherift of the 
Territory of Hawaii, 
who resigned 
his 
office under lire a short time ago. 
That 
is. the expected 
happened 
If 
town gossip is to be taken for anything. 
Everybody 
on the Btreets of Honolulu 
had 
been 
saying that 
Chllllngworth 
would be Indicted ever since the light- 
ning came out of n clear sky and struck 
Officer McDuffle 
with three 
Indictments 
of receiving 
bribes 
as an 
executive 
officer. 
It w'as expected that 
the grand Jury, would return one or 
more Indictments 
against Chllllngworth 
on Monday, although It did not, and one 
of the evening papers hinted as strong- 
ly ns It dared, under the law, that this 
would happen. 
- 
So strongly. 
Indeed, was the rumor 
of the Indictment circulated on Monday 
night, that It was even said 
the man 
now accused had himself 
been told of 
what was coming and that he would be 
lu court 
with his bondsmen 
when 
the 
Indictment 
was biought In. 
Mr. 
Chll- 
llngworth 
himself, 
asked 
about 
It, 
de- 
nied this stoiy, but said that it was tiue 
that ho hud hoard

It Zam Yip did not

vices of an expert forester, 
and per- 
haps, after awhile, of a system of pro-

"Our forests are of high value now 
nnd 
of higher potential value. 
They 
conserve' the water supply, 
and they 
are 
capable 
of 
great 
development. 
Take, for example, 
the new woods that 
can be grown here. 
I saw, In my trip 
over the Islands, a rubber tree at 
Na-hlk- u, 
on Maul, that was six years old.

A pamphlet 
taiHtled "The Solution of 
the Chinese 
Question" 
written by Sun 
Vat Sen, 
the 
Chinese 
reformer, 
who 
spenl several 
months 
In Honolulu, has 
been extensively circulated nnd has at- 
tracted much attention 
In the Eastern 
Stntes. 
It Is strongly 
rltten,nnd very 
condensed 
nnd lucid 
In repression. 
It 
dwells considerably 
on the relation 
of 
China to the United States and to the 
extension 
of commercial 
relations 
be- 
tween the two nations. 
With the conclusions 
of the pamphlet 
thnt 
Is the practical measures 
pro- 
posedIt 
Is not w'lthln the province of 
American 
Journalism 
to deal. 
. But the 
historical 
facts presented 
are of great 
Interest and, qxcept to a specialized few, 
probably 
unknown. 
It 
Is brought to 
tho notice of our people that the 
Mnn-ch- u 
dynnsty was 
established 
by the 
capture of Pekln 
In 1644 through a coup 
de guerre hi the midst of a gieat civil 
war, and has ever since maintained

authority by terrible massacres,

of anelent literature and by

that missionaries 
were deported;

controlling 
four hundred 
millions, and because the 
administration 
of 
the 
Government

not only fossilized but rotten. Ten spec- 
ifications of wrongs 
Inflicted under the

lot leading points In our Declaration 
of 
Independence, 
The most Important element 
ln this 
brochure, howeer. Is Its statements ot 
the present condition 
of the Chinese 
people. 
"The whole nation," 
It is

reo!utlon."

proe this references 
ore made to the 
Welchow uprising of 1900, to the coup 
de main which failed nt Canton In 1902, 
to the steady growth and expansion ot 
the Chinese

strides, 
and to the trend o the Chinese press In 


the direction of democracy.

Is to be secured 
Is a mystery of the fu- 
ture of the solution 
of which Mr. Sun 
Tat Sen has ottered a theory that

The 
United 
States is becoming 
the 
land of universities One does not need 
to count the 
seminaries 
which 
adopt 
the 
title, nor the little 
colleges 
which 
bring contempt upon 
the good work they really do by try- 
ing 
to' put themselves 
in the titular 
class of Yale, Harvard, Johns Hopkins 
and Columbia, but dealing 
alone with 
the places of higher nnd varied learn- 
ing 
In the United Stntes the sum of 
possession 
promises 
great 
things 
In 
future. 
A study of the figures of the Amer- 
ican Alamnac goes to show that of real 
universities 
enjoying 
Incomes of 
$500,-0- 00 
nnd more, 
the United 
States now 
has twelve, and that the total number, 
all of them with very considerable 
In- 
comes nnd doing sound work, Is thirty-si- x. 
The whole collegiate roster Is 420, 
representing In each case some grade 
of advance beond tile 
High 
School 
schedule of Instruction. 
A very hopeful sign of the times is 
that 
so many rich men are either en- 
dowing 
old schools of higher learning 
or founding 
new ones. 
But 
few 
In- 
stances nppear where whit 
the 
so- 
cialists call "plutocratic 
teaching" 
Is 
the result of ths philanthropy. 
The 
chief object 
of the 
men 
of 
millions 
seems to be to train up more efficient 
It 
helpers 
for 
the 
world's 
work and to 
sive their own names 
from the quick 
oblivion 
which 
comes to 
those 
who 
leave nothing for the public good when 
they pas3 away. 
That was the motive 
of Ezra Cornell, and ho was

of 
many. 
Into this class 'Mr. Cmesle

There was also an Indictment,

VIerra, the defaulting clerk lately dls

Its 
com-mlslo- n, 
to 
Chester 
Doyle, 
who 
had 
worked 
up 
the 
case 
ngalnst 
him. 
This man Kahlllalau 
Is an 
old 
offender, having once before 
served a 
sentence 
on the reef for murderous as- 
sault. 
The story of that old crime 
It- 
self an Interesting tale. Is told In the 
Pacific Commercial Advertiser of April 
27, 
1872, under the heading 
of "A Sav- 
age Attempt at Murder." 
"Last Wednesday 
evening, at a quar- 
ter before eleven o'clock, a native boy 
came running 
Into 
the station 
house 
with the Information 
that 
Mr. C. 
C. 
Bennett, who 
keeps a 
variety 
Btore 
on the Kallhl road, about a mile and 
a half from town, had been almost 
kill- 
ed by a native named 
Makanui. 
Both 
the Marshal 
and Deputy were near at 
hand, and proceeded with all possible 
dispatch to the place, accompanied 
by 
Dr, McGrew. 
Mr. Bennett was found 
trf have received two cuts with a large, 
twelve 
Inch butcher knife, 
one acres 
the back of the neck lit the base of the 
skull, which 
was 
six Inches long and 
one and a half deep, and the other on 
the cheek, which wns slight. 
Although 
the first cut made a horrible gash and 
bled profusely, 
the doctor who dressed 
the 
wound 
apprehends no immediate 
danger to life."

fury, was a man of considerable

In the Honolulu 
of his day.

that time and tearing down the num- 
bers after 
he had put them 
up.

working interest in Hawaii that will

ed by the National)governnicnt. 
Yesterday 
Gocrnor 
Carter 
received 
from 
I"ish 
Commissioner 
Geo ge 
M.

of the Dtircau of Fislicics of 
the Department 
of Commerce rnd

bor, the letter which follows herewith: 
Hon. Gcoise 
K. Larter, Oovcrnor ot

Territory 
of 
Hawaii. 
Sir: 
Mr. 
John N. Cobb, who as a member of the 
party 
irom 
tins 
uureau 
which investi 
gated tnc iisn anu iisncncs oi inc 
jia-waii- 
Islands in 1901, bad charge of the 
commercial innumes, and made a second 
canvass 
of those 
fisheries 
during 
the 
present year, has called attention to the 
urgent 
need for cctrain 
changes in the 
present fishery laws of the Territory 
so 
that commercial 
fisheries, which are at 
present quite valuable, may be preserved. 
He refers particularly 
to the use of fine 
meshed nets, by means of which many 
small 
and immature 
fishes arc needless- 
ly destroyed. 
As you requested 
of him to be 
ad- 
vised of any changes in the present Ter- 
ritorial 
laws 
which the 
investigation 
might indicate as desirable, I cannot do 
better 
than 
to repeat 
the suggestions 
contained 
in the preliminary 
report 
of 
Messrs. Jordan and Evcrmann 
upon the 


1901 investigation, 
as follows:

should be limited.

should be used.

prohibited. 
Their 
principal 
spawning 
season is from the latter part of Octo 
ber to the early part of February. 
"The 
selling of female 
ula 
(locally 
known as lobster) 
when carrying 
eggs 
should 
be strictly 
proh'bitcd. 
Wliijc 
there 
is no present 
sign of a dec case 
in the 
stinnlv 
of this crustacean, 
it 
is 
better to start now than when it is too 
late. 
"As the waters of Pearl Harbor seem 
to be favorably adapted 
to the raising 
of oysters it would be well 
if this 
in- 
dustry could be established and fostered 
by the passage of a law permitting 
the 
leasing 
of 
small 
plats 
of 
land 
under 
water, adjacent 
to the shores, 
for the 
purpose of planting and raising oysters. 
"An 
efficient 
force of fish 
wardens 
should also be provided 
for in order to 
sec that the laws arc properly enforced. 
"It is also recommended that the 
na- 
tive birds of the islands should be pre- 
served.
